"Finally Brothers (and Sisters)!" 

I am so grateful to be a nnember of Faith Community Lutheran 
Church. We are so blessed to have the leaders we do in authority 
over us in the various ministerial positions at Faith. I am so grateful 
for their umbrella of protection. 

Two statements made during the Easter sernfX)n struck a cord with 
me. Faith Community is an "emerging church". We were also 
challenged to look at the early church's relationship with J esus (who 
only spent three years with Him) compared to the many years some 
of us have spent knowing and being with J esus. 

The Gospel lesson today is about doubting Thomas. The other 
disciples told Thomas, "We have seen the Lord." Thomas replied, 
"Unless I see the nail marks in His hands and put my finger where 
the nails were and put my hand into His side, I will not believe it." 
Thomas wouldn't be content with just "seeing;" he wanted to touch 
our Risen Lord. The lesson for me— my "doubts" don't come because 
there's nothing to see, but because I'm "not" looking (or I'm looking 
at the wrong thing). I can also touch the Risen Lord and be a viable 
part of His "emerging church" by allowing Him to use me in every 
aspect of my life. If the disciples who only spent three years with 
Jesus could do it, so can I. The alternative to "not looking," not 
seeing that we're a part of an "emerging church," is being left 
behind. 

Lord help us to become better as a family at having the following 
attitude, "Finally brothers, whatever is true, whatever is noble, 
whatever is lovely, whatever is admirable- if anything is excellent 
or praiseworthy- think about such things." Help us to be a part of 
Your work at Faith Community Lutheran Church and to clothe 
ourselves with an "attitude of gratitude." -Glenn Knipscheer
